If a pain should 
come in~ the ctomaoh there is only one 
remedy, and th?.t is to get out of the 
water aa soon as possible, take a little 
brandy or whisky and be rubbed all 
over the body. As to the use of whisky 
as a stimulant while in the water I most 
decidedly advise against it. In my great 
swimming matches I have tried the ef- 
fect of whisky as a stimulant. One good 
drink braaed me up, so to speak, fo?

An architect of Borne has prepared 


plans for a theatre which he estimates 
will cost twelve million francs. As it is 
considered of little tise to have it erected 
in Borne it has been proposed that it 
should be built in Chicago for the 
World's Fair.

Consuming I_,ots of Wood. 
From the Truokee Republican. 


Just now the Railroad Oompany is con- 


suming lota of wood. All of the freight 
engines on the Sacramento division, ex- 
cept four or five, are burning wood. There 
are five regular freight trains each, way 
daily, requiring the services of twenty en- 
gines. 
These consume fifteen oorda of 


wood oa au average, making 300 cords 
daily, Besides the regular trams there arc 
numerous specials, 
work trains, water 


trains and switch engines, all of which 
burn wood. Hence it is estimated that 600 
cords of wood are burned daily, or daring 
the year at the same rate of c&DSUtnption 
182,500 cords of wood go into smoke and 
ashes. Thia is a big pile of wood and if 
piled in a single tier four feet high would 
stretch along tha railroad track a distance 
of nearly 430 miles. Three tiers four feet 
high would reach tbe whole length of the 
Sacramento Division and leave enough 
wood over to kindln quite a fire with.

India's Hallway Tunnel* 


An artiole in The Allahabad Pioneer 


give? some interesting particulars con- 
cerning the ttumel that lias just teen 
completed through the Khojak, on the 
railroad from Qu'etta to Candahar. The 
Khojak pass is Y.ISOOfeet above the sea 
and about 2,000 feet above the level of 
the surrounding country. The tunnel 
pierces the range at right angles, and its 
course is therefore due east and west;, 
and it enters the hill about 1,000 feet be- 
low the orest of the pass. The length of 
the tunnel is 13,600 feet, or two and a 
half miles approximately, and it will 
carry a double line of rails. For the first 
half the floor ascends about 1 in 1,000, 
and for the second half of the journey it 
descends at an incline of 1 in 40. There 
are two main shafts, one 818 feet and 
the other 200 feet deep, which were eunk 
in order to facilitate the construction of 
the tunnel. 


The chief obstacle to progress arose 


from the flooding of the tunnel at more 
than one point. A large spring was cut, 
and the water flooded the shaft on the 
Candahar side to the depth of 180 feet. 
It took ten weeks to pump out the water, 
and in the western heading as much aa 
500 gallons a minute were constantly 
rushing out of the west mouth. In order 
to overcome this difficulty a side cutting 
had to be made. The magnitude of the 
•work is testified to by the banks of shale 
and rock at the months nl the tunnel 
and at the pitheads, which are said to be 
quite altering the landscape in places. 
One ouriotJD discovery made during the 
progress of the work, as the result of an 
investigation into the cause of certain 
mysterious explosions, was that It was 
proved that "combustion had arisen in- 
side a case of blasting gelatine." 


Another Draff Abomination to Be Avoided. 


Exalgine is the name of a new drug 


similar in composition to antipyrin and 
antif ebrin, which has lately been the ob- 
ject of much laudation for its energy aa 
a pain killer. Neuralgias of all kinds, 
Wherever located, are generally dispelled 
by its use in about half an hour at the 
outside. Frequently the pain does not 
return, and the cure is permanent, but 
sometimes there may be a relapse and 
further doses are necessary. Exalgine, 
however, has been engaging the atten- 
tion of Dr. Bardet and Dr. Dujardin- 
Beaumetz, two French physicians who 
have been making an investigation into 
the therapeutic qualities of this sub- 
stance. While they agree as to the ac- 
tivity of the drug in destroying pain, the 
doctors are equally unanimous in their 
opinion as to the danger of its use. The 
new pain killer is a powerful poison as 
well as a sedative, and its action affects 
the brain, giving rise to violent convul- 
sions like those of epilepsy. The moral 
of the findings of MM. Bardet and Du- 
jardin-Beaumetz is that it is better to 
endure pain than to resort to the use of 
so dangerous a drug to assuage it.—Jour- 
nal of Health. 


A Now Clock for Race Courses. 


B. M. Johnson, sheriff of Keokuk 


county, la,, has invented and patented a 
horse timer which he believes will be- 
come very popular on race courses. The 
dial is about three feet in diameter, and 
its divisions and subdivisions are marked 
with sufficient distinctness to be seen 
from any part of the ordinary grand 
stand. 


The markings divide the circumfer- 


ence of the dial into minutes, seconds, 
half seconds, quarter seconds, eighth sec- 
onds and sixteenth seconds. The hands 
maybe stopped or started instantane- 
ously by touching a button at the back 
of the case. The minute hand makes 
one revolution in twelve minutes, and 
the second hand makes a revolution in 
one minute. Both may be turned to the 
starting point instantly and easily. The 
escapement is a half second beat.—Jew- 
elers' Weekly. 


An Electric Storm. 


Dubuque, la., has been treated to a 


great electrical storm, which was not at- 
tended by loss of life, though telegraph 
and telephone instruments were burned 
out and somo damage was done to prop- 
erty. It is quite probable that the elec- 
tric wires helped to protect the people 
from a storm of unusual violence. The 
great balls of fire that are reported to 
have exploded, doing no damage, have 


• been observed before. Sometimes they 


are harmless, but more frequently they 
Mil. As many as eight men have been 
killed at one stroke, and so instantane- 
ously that their dead bodies have re- 
mained in the attitude of life.—New Or- 
leans Picayune.
